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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chiotis (US 
5,934,922). 

Regarding claims 1-5, 1 1-15, Chiotis discloses a scalable connector comprising: 

a first connector portion or a cup shaped body (18) having a bottom surface (un- 
numbered, where the seal 2 is pressed against this surface); 

a second connector portion or a cap (24, 30) having an apertures (un-numbered, see 
Figure 4, where wires S are inserted therethrough); 

a compliant material (2); 

a fastening mechanism (20, 22, 26) secure the body to the cap, such that a force applied 
upon the compliant material by the body and the cap can be adjusted in increment pre-set 
position. 

Regarding claim 6, Chiotis discloses the fastening mechanism comprises a ratchet (forms 
by more than one tooth 20, 22), 

Regarding claim 7, Chiotis discloses the fastening mechanism comprises a latch, the latch 
comprising a tooth (20, 22, 26) and a groove (un-numbered, form by the tooth 26, see Figure 4. 
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Regarding claim 8, Chiotis discloses the fastening mechanism comprises a spring bisas 
member (24). 

Regarding claim 9, Chiostis discloses the first and second portions, when engaged, form a 
Qonnection device adapted to mate with a complementary connector. 

Regarding claim 10, Chiotis discloses the compliant material forms an environmental seal 
between the first and second connector portions, when the respective connector portions are 
engage.
